Boston. July 10.—The launching of 


the first seven masted schooner, which 
is also the largest sailing ship afloat, 
drew an immense crowd of spectators 
to the yard of the Fore River Ship & 
Engine company this afternoon. The 
great fore and aft freight carrier was 
christened the Thomas W. Lawson by 
Miss Helen Watson, the daughter of 
one of the builders and a Wellesley 
sophomore, who at just the right mo- 
ment cracked a bottle of champagne 
over the steel bow. 


The Lawson is the biggest sailing 


vessel that was ever launched and is 
the first American built steel schoon- 
er. More than that, she is the first 
seven-masted vessel of any kind ever 
constructed. Her launching, therefore, 
necessitated some unusual 
prepara- 


tions, the conditions being somewhat 
complicated by the fact that her seven 
steel lower masts were put in place 
while she was still on the stocks. 


The groundways were two feet wide 


and one foot thick, extending about 
300 feet astern of the schooner as 
she lay in her cradle: the sliding 
ways were somewhat narrower and 
gave her a bearing surface of 805 feei. 
As the schooner's weight 
at 
her 


launching was 2500 tons, the pressure 
on the ways was a little more than 
three tons to the square foot. 
A ton 


and a half of tallow, spread over with 
soft soap and then linseed oil, was 
smeared 
on 
the 
groundways 
as 


"launching grease," and the great hull 
was held in position by bolting one 
end of the sliding ways, which had 
been cut partly 
through, 
to 
the 


groundways, the cradle being released 
by severing the remaining planks. It 
took a force of 200 men to knock out 
the shores and keel blocks and set 
•her moving. 
When she got into the 


water the ship was brought to a stand- 
still by means of one of her 
own 


anchors. 


During the launching the Lawson 


was in charge of Captain Arthur L. 
Crowley, who is to be her commander, 
and who has been the capta'ii of the 
six- masted schooner George W. Wells, 
which, when she was put overboard 
a year or so ago, was the largest t'ore- 
and- after ever attempted. The syn- 
dicate for which the Fore River Ship 
& Engine company built the seven- 
master is headed by Captain Crowley'* 
brother, Captain John G. Crowley, as 
managing owner and includes 
the 


Boston "copper king," Thomas 
W. 


Lawson, after whom the vessel 
is 


named. Mr. Lawson's christening gift 
was the largest set of colors any ves- 
sel ever had. 


From the tip of her bowsprit to her 


aftermost point the Thomas W. Law- 
son measures nearly 500 IVet, her over- 
all length being 403 feet, her 'waterline 
length SfiS feet, her beam 50 feet and 
her depth 34 feet five indies. She will 
draw 26 and a halt feet of water when 
fully loaded. Inside of this enormous 
hull, which has a displacement of 11,- 
000 tons, there is room for 8100 tons 
of cargo. 


The Lawson's masts are unusual not 


only for their number but for their 
size and construction. Kach is 155 feet 
high, with an Oregon pine topmast 58 
feet long, the lower masts being steel 
cylinders 32 inches in diameter. 
The 


masts alone weigh about 17 tons 
apiece and their rigging adds almost 
three tons to each. The 85-foot spike 
bowsprit is of steel also. 
Forty-three 


thousand square feet of canvas will 
bo stretched from these great poles. 


To handle such heavy rigging as 


the seven- master's is practically be- 
yond the power of human muscle and 
five engines of 25-horse power each 
will hoist and lower sails. 
Besides 


this, they will do stevedore work when 
they are not on crew duty and they 
have boen placed near tho six big 
hatchways with that in view. A sixth 
engine, of 40-horse power, is to work 
the capstan, to which aro attached 
two 10,000 pound stockiest? anchors. 
The foremost and aftermost engines 
are in deck houses with the boilers 
that supply steam, while the others 
stand in tho open. The stea.m steer- 
ing Rear is connected \\ ith the after 
boiler, while tho forward boiler furn- 
ishes power for the, electrical plant 
that will light the vessel. Tho cabin 
will bo heated by steam and there IH 
a siren whistle for signalling and sa- 
luting. 
A telephone sjstem will con- 


nect the whool house with the boiler 
rooms.

The 
double bottom has four compartments, 
and the schooner, it is expected, could 
maintain flotation if two of them were 
brokf-n into. 


The Lawson's keel was laid the first 


of last November and she will be 
ready for sea just about nine months 
from then. Her finished cost will be 
$230/Mi'i. 
When in commission she 


will be nsf-d in the coal carrying trade 
between northern and southern ports 
and may "round the Horn" to the Phil- 
ippine Islands after she is well broken 
in. She will be taken at once to the 
Fore River dock for fitting out and 
will probably go into commission in- 
side of six weeks. Her first trip will 
be out of Boston, and is likely to 
tako her to Philadelphia on her way 
south.

Johnstown, Pa., July 10. — Johnstown 


las again been visited by an appalling 
disaster. It is only less frightful than 
he awful calamity of May 31, 18S9, in 
:ost of life, tout in its terrible conse- 
quences, it has brought the shadow of 
sorrow into hundreds of homes that 
were desolated by a terrific explosion 
n the Cambria street company's rol- 
ing mill mine under Westmont hill, 
at 12:20 o'clock this noon. 


How many are dead, it will take sev- 


eral days to tell, but that it will be a 
long and shocking list is certain. It 
may reach two hundred or more men. 
Soon after the news of the explosion 
reached the Cambria officials, Mine 
Engineer Marshall G. Moore and his 
assistant, Al G. Prosper, attempted to 
enter the mine. They were followed 
by Mine Superintendent Robinson, but 
the deadly gases stopped their pro- 
gress and they were forced to return. 
Mine Foreman Harry Rodgers, bis as- 
sistant. William Blanch, and Fire Boe- 
ses John Whitney, John Retailick and 
John Thomas, were overcome by the 
fumes and it is feared that they per- 
ished in their heroic efforts to rescue 
the imprisoned miners. 


The son of Harry Rodgers then tried 


to reach his father, but was quickly 
overcome and 
carried 
out 
uncon- 


scious. William Stibich remained for 
several hours at the mill creek open- 
ing. 
He said he believed that -150 men 


were still in the mine. In his opinion, 
judging from what he could glean, not 
over 150 -men had come out.

the escaped convict, was at the home 
of D. H. Johnson, two miles southeast 
of this place on Wednesday night. He

purchase for him the revolver and am- 
munition. He threatened to extermi- 
nate Johnson's family if he did not 
comply, or if he showed the least sign 
of treachery. Johnson, was thoroughly 
frightened and did not inform the offi- 
ers until Tracy had departed. While 
ohnson was absent from Kent, Tracy 
emained in the vicinity of Johnson's 
ionic and seemed anxious as though 
e expected a visit from the officers. 


He forced Mrs. Johnson to cook pro- 


isions enough for him to last a week.

When this anniversary v,-ns observed 


there in 1S90 for the lirst time, a pro- 
cession was held. Since then the gov- 
ernment, while allowing processions on 
this occasion in some cities, has re- 
fused to permit them in others, includ- 
ing Madrid. The largest auditorium in 
the city, however, was filled with S.OOO 
or 10.000 working people, the majority 
standing, -who listened for two hours 
to speeches and songs in commemora- 
tion of this socialist anniversary. Wo- 
men \vere Interspersed here and there. 
Fathers or mothers could now and 
then be seen carrying their babes in 
their arms. Many of the men wore 
their -white or blue working tunics. 
plus a dressup neckcloth. The prevail- 
ing stature seemed undersized, and the 
voices of the male chorus exhibited a 
peculiar shrillness nnd lack of power. 
It was an impressive as well as a pic- 
turesque gathering, however, nnd was 
made the more so by the score of hand- 
some banners of participating trade 
and labor organizations. 


With the exception of one physician 


the speeches were all made by persons 
reared to manual trades. The labor 
movement in Spain seems largely to 
lack middle class allies. 


The chief speech of the dny was 


made by the father of the labor move- 
ment in Spain, Pablo Iclesias. lie is n 
printer by trade, although hl.s time is 
all devoted now to editing a weekly 
paper and to general organization work. 
He is fifty-one years old and has been 
active in the labor cause since he was 
nineteen. It would not be necessary In 
addressing a letter to him to give his 
street number. Everybody in Madrid 
knows him. His face is attractive, his 
simple manner the embodiment of gen- 
tleness, lie spoke for only twenty 
minutes, but the burst of applause with 
which he was greeted was followed 
by such attention as no other speaker 
secured. His address was earnest and 
•was characterized by such Kiiggostive 
expressions as "comradeship," "sacri- 
fice" and the "future of Spain." After 
be had finished he continued to be the 
center of a large group, and tho man- 
ner in which several men in blouses 
plied him with inquiries or requests 
showed his intimate relationship with 
the rank and file. His voice, too, is fre- 
quently listened to by government com- 
missions. 


It might not be an exaggeration to 


say that Pablo Iglesias is in many 
•ways the most interesting figure in 
Spain today. He stands for an element 
of genuine aspiration and faith in a 
country which above all things needs 
hope and purpobe, a country when; re- 
ligion has become fossili'/.cd and initia- 
tive paralyzed. He npwiks with the 
optimism and energy of democratic 
feeling.

It appears that tlit L'nited Garment 


Workers of Aiueriea aud isome labor 
officials at St. LouJs had Justituted a 
boycott against a clothing firm doing 
business in the city siauied. Circulars 
Lad been published and distributed to 
tU- public :i.«kin? it, for reasons set 
forth, to withhold patrouase from tilt 
firuj in question. The boycotted com- 
pany had applied for an injunction to 
restrain the unionists and their friends 
from issuing and scattering the circu- 
lars. The court of the first instance 
denied the application, and the supreme 
court affirmed the judgment. 


It was not claimed by the company 


that the boycott circulars contained 
libelous, false or maliclo'us statements. 
Had that been alleged and proved, a 
different question would have been 
presented. All that was asserted was 
that the circulars injured the business 
of the complainant, and it was as- 
sumed that the courts bad the power 
and were bound under the general l 
as to property rights to prevent the 
continuance of such injury. 
' 
' ' 


'•No," says the supreme court; "we 


have no such right or power. The 
constitution of Missouri guaranteed the 
freedom of speech and publication on 
all subjects 
and made those who 


abused such freedom responsible at 
law for such abuse. That is, if the 
abuse was proved, damages might be 
secured. But to restrain the publica- 
tion of boycotting circulars would be a 
violation of the right of free speech." 


\Ve do not see how this reasoning 


can be successfully challenged. 
To 


say, as some do, that the decision le- 
galizes systematic libel isabsurd. There 
are laws on the statute books of Mis- 
souri against libel, and the boycotted 
firm is free to avail itself of the rights 
under the law. 


When a ooycott circular contains li- 


belous statements, the offense consists 
in the libel and not in the boycotting. 
Where the advice or the appeal of the 
boycotters is based upon true allega- 
tions no charge of libel will lie. An 
Injury to property may result, but this 
injury is the result of the actions of 
the boycotted party. It is not to be 
supposed that the public will boycott a 
man who has done nothing wrong or 
unjust. 


However, it should be recojrrized that 


the Missouri supreme court did not de- 
cide that boycotting was legal. 
It 


simply decided that the constitutional 
right of free speech was a limitation 
upon the remedy of the injunction 
writ. In a number of cases the courts 
have enjoined the publication of boy- 
cotting circulars, but the question of 
free speech, so far as I am aware, was 
not raised in any of these cases. 
The 


Missouri decision establishes an im- 
portant precedent and opens to organ- 
ized labor a nfw line of defense against 
the abuse of the injunction, for in most 
of the states of the Union there are 
constitutional provisions securing the 
ritht of free speech and free publica- 
tion.—Samuel Gompers.

Tresident Mitchell's answer to this 


assertion is to show how enormous are 
the profits of the trust. "WhHe, accord- 
ing to President Olyphant, 13 cents per 
ton represents the operators' increased 
cost of production in 1901, 39 cents per 
ton, as compared with 1900, represents 
the increased value of the product to 
the operators." 


The consumer has had to pay tills 


great increase to the coal trust, which 
pleads poverty when the miners ask 
for a small part of it. 


The average yearly fatalities in the 


mines during the last decade were 437. 
In 1901 there were 484 fatal accidents 
and 1,256 that were not fatal. "This 
means that for every 119,000 tons of 
coal brought to the surface one per- 
son is killed and more than two seri- 
ously injured. It means that for each 
day the mines are in operation more 
than two persons' lives are sacrificed 
and more than five persons are injured. 
Eight times as many men and boys 
are killed and injured annually in the 
anthracite coal mines of Pennsylvania 
as -were killed and wounded from the 
American ranks in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war in Cuba." 


It is only by organiziap and acting as 


a unit that the mine workers can hope 
to extort better wages. Therefore the 
coal trust, itself the closest of unions, 
declares war on the union principle — 
and asks for the sympathy of the pub- 
lic! 


President Mitchell has this to say 


about organization: 


"It is now apparent that the real pur- 


pose of the coal operators is to destroy 
organization among these workmen. If 
by any chance they should succeed iu 
their designs— which is not at all likely 
— svnother labor organization will spring 
from the ruins of the United Mine 
Workers of America, and the contest 
for living wages, for human conditions 
of employment, for better education, 
for higher citizenship, will go on until 
the men who produce coal shall re- 
ceive for their .labor sufficient compen- 
sation to relieve them of tho necessity 
of sending their boys and girls, of ten- 
der years and frail physique, to tile- 
mines and mills, there to destroy their 
youthful vigor in an effort to assist 
their underpaid parents to maintain 
their families." 


Would you, as a decent man, with 


human instincts and a Christian con- 
science, like to be a member of the 
enormously wealthy coal trust which 
says to those men that they have no 
cause of complaint and that they may 
starve if they arc not willing to work 
for tho old -\\ages? 


Would you like to be a member of 


that coal trust which is deaf to tins 
closing appeal of President Mitchell? 


"We repeat our proposition to arbi- 


trate all questions In dispute, and If 
our premises nre wrong, if our posi- 
tion is untenable, if our demands can- 
not be sustained by facts and figures, 
we will again return to the mines, take 
up our tools of industry nnd await the 
day when we shall have a more right- 
eous cause to claim the approval of the 
American people." 


The Civic federation, offering its 


services as arbitrator, has been told by 
tho coal trust to keep its hands off and 
mind its own business. 


And this conl trust, arrogant and un- 


compromising, indifferent alike to the 
claims of humanity and the rights of 
the public, exists in defiance of law 
and dally breaks the law in Its meth- 
ods of mining and transportation. 


Why docs the coal trust continue to 


enjoy Immunity from interference by 
the government of Pennsylvania and 
Ihe government of tho United Stales, 
ench of which has an attorney gener- 
al?— New York American and Journal.

to which the British market Is being 
supplied with articles manufactured in 
the United States, Mr. Fred McKenzJe 
in the London Mail says: 


*-lu tlie domestic life we have got to 


this: Tlie average Londoner rises In tlie 
Tsraiiig from bis New England sheets, 
oe shaves with American soap nnd a 
Xante* safety razor, pulls on his Bos- 
ton boots over bis socks from North 
Carolina, 
fastens 
bis 
Connecticut 


braces, slips bis Waltham or Water- 
bury watch in his pocket and sits down 
to breakfast. 


"•There he congratulates his wife on 


the way her Illinois straight front cor- 
set sets off her Massachusetts blouse, 
and be tackles his breakfast- lie eats 
bread made from prairie flour (possibly 
doctored at tne special establishments 
ou the lakes), tinned oysters from Bal- 
timore and a little Kansas City bacon, 
walle his wife plays with a slice of 
Chicago ox tongue. The children are 
given Quaker oats. 


"At the same time he reads bis morn- 


Ing paper printed by American ma- 
chines on American paper with Amer- 
ican ink and possibly edited by a smart 
journalist from New York city. 


"He rushes out, catches the electric 


tram (New York) to Shepherd's Bush, 
where he gets in a Yankee elevator to 
take him on to the American fitted 
electric railway to the city. 


"At his office of course everything is 


American. 
He sits on a Nebraskan 


swivel chair before a Michigan roll top 
desk, writes his letters on a Syracuse 
typewriter, signing them with a New 
York fountain pen and drying them 
with a blotter from New England. 


"The letter copies are put away t in 


flies manufactured in Grand Rapids. 


"At lunchtime he hastily swallows 


some cold roast beef that comes from 
the midwest cow and flavors it with 
Pittsburg pickles, followed by a fe-n 
Delaware tinned peaches, and then 
soothes his mind with -a couple of Vir 
giuia cigarettes. 


"To follow bis course all day would 


be wearisome, but when evening comes 
he seeks relaxation Jit the latest Amer- 
ican musical comedy, drinks a cocktail 
or some California wine and finishes 
up with a couple of 'little liver pills' 
made In'America." 


This list comprises but a small frac- 


tion of what we make in this country 
for the use and convenience of our 
British cousins. The sum total mounts 
up to hundreds of millions in value ev 
ery year, and a detailed catalogue of 
articles would be "longer than the 
moral law." It is not so many years 
ago that England prided herself on be- 
ing the world's workshop. That time 
has passed. She is now not even her 
own workshop. 
A very considerable 


portion of the manufactured articles 
which she uses is "made in Ameri- 
ca." The world's workshop has been 
moved to this side of the Atlantic. 
Protection was the moving cause. Brit- 
ish producers are beaming to find out 
the fact and the cause; hence their 
movement away from free trade and 
toward protection. 


DEMOCRATIC ISSUES. 


Republicans Will "Welcome a 


on Tariff und Trust Questions. 
The Democratic congressional cam- 


paign committee has decided to make 
the tariff and the trusts the leading is- 
sues in the campaign this year. That 
will be regarded as good news by all 
Republicans. 


The tariff has always been a winning 


issue for the Republicans save in the 
campaign of 1SD2, when the voters lis- 
tened to the seductive sophistry of the 
free traders and decided at the polls to 
destroy prosperity. But they learned a 
lesson as the result of that election 
which they are not likely to forget. 
The dark and gloomy days from 1893 
to 1897, while the blight of the Wilson 
law was upon the country, business 
was paralyzed and labor was without 
remunerative employment, demonstrat- 
ed that protection cannot be aban- 
doned in the United States without 
bringing distress upon the people. The 
instant and tremendous revival of busi- 
ness as a result, of the election of Mc- 
Klnley and the enactment of the Din- 
gley law, which restored the protective 
policy, supplied ample proof of the val- 
ue of protection as a stimulus to In- 
dustry and commerce. The Democrats 
cannot this year delude the people into 
voting for an abandonment of the pro- 
tective policy. 


Nor will they be enabled to make an 


effective campaign on the trust issue. 
Tho Democratic record will not com- 
pare favorably with the Republican 
record in respect to trusts. The Sher- 
man antitrust law, which appears to be 
the only effective weapon that congress 
can use against the big combinations of 
capital, was framed by a Republican, 
passed by a Republican congress and 
signed by ft Republican president in 
1890. For four years that law stood in 
the statute books while Grover Cleve- 
land was president, yet it was not 
used once to restrain a trust. It was 
used by a Republican attorney gen- 
eral agnlnst the Joint Traffic associa- 
tion and the Transmlssour! Freight as- 
sociation, which were formed to con- 
trol trade among the states. It is now 
being nsed by another Republican at- 
torney general against the beef trust, 
and It will be used ngnlnst other com- 
binations which nre oppressive of the 
people. 


The Sherman law goes ns far ns any 


statute can under the present limita- 
tions of the constitution in the re- 
straint of tho operations of trusts. It 
will be necessary to amend the consti- 
tution so us to Rive congress frreater 
power if more drastic legislation is to 
bo cnnctod. Yet when a constitutional 
amendment was proposed in tho tact 
Republican congress tho Democrats op- 
ro»ed it «oHdly.~Cleveland Leader. —• 


M'LAURIN'S APPEAL. 


*Btfc to Forcet It» 


P»»t «n*'Brte« ItMlt Cp to Date. 
Senator McLaarla has again ap- 


pealed to the wblte men of South Car- 
olina to come out of the dead past, to 
consider the facts of the living present 
and to base their political action upom 
those fact*. He points out that the 
South Carolina Democracy no longer 
puisnes vital. aims, but is bound to a 
political tradition from which all life 
has departed. 


The tradition is that the Republica» 


party's national policies are insepara- 
ble from negro rule in the south and 
therefore must be opposed without ex- 
ception by every white southerner ana 
that the Democratic party's national 
policies are throughout those of "a 
white man's government" and there- 
fore mnst he supported without dis- 
crimination. As a result of tbe per- 
sistence of this tradition the whita 
men of the south have done practically 
nothing to advance their own material 
Interests 1>y political methods, and 
their representatives In congress have 
almost uniformly opposed the very 
measures best calculated to promote 
the welfare of their constituents. 


The south's great need at tlie close* 


of the civil war was diversification of 
Industries, the addition of manufactur- 
ing to agriculture. More than any oth- 
er section of this country the south 
needed the stimulating influences of 
the protective policy. More than any 
other section proportionately to eco- 
nomic conditions before the war the 
south has profited by that policy. Yet 
It had always to be forced upon her ia 
the face of the political opposition of 
her representatives. 
Voting always 


against protection, the south yet owes 
her great economic development to its 
effects. 


So the south today Is more vitally 


interested in the development of our 
new possessions and In the extension. 
of our oriental and other markets than 
any other part of the nation. Her 
manufacturing Industries are new and 
must seek outlets in new fields because 
there is the line of least resistance 
from established rivals. Yet her rep- 
resentatives, obedient to au outworn. 
political tradition, almost invariably 
oppose these policies because they are 
Republican. 
Thus the southern De- 


mocracy puts Itself continually in the 
attitude of biting the hand stretched 
out to aid southern industry. 


Against this abnormal situation Sen- 


ator McLaurin appeals. He does not 
ask the white men. of South Carolina 
to join the Republican party. He rec- 
ognizes that the social 
prejudice 


against the very name is too strong. 
But he does ask them not to exclude 
from their consideration the most im- 
portant and vital economic issues of 
the day merely because the Republican 
party first took up these issues and 
made them national. 


That Senator McLaurin will succeed 


iu thus reorganizing the Democratic 
party of his state Is doubtful. He has 
the right idea, bnt appears to lack the 
force to realize it witbffomsclf as lead- 
er. Yet his is an idea that in time must 
prevail, and, though he may experi- 
ence personal defeat, his work will live 
on and be fruitful in the end.— Chicago 
Inter Ocean.

NAVAL MANEUVERS. 


Many of Them Will Occur Off New 


England Coast. 


A general idea of the character of 


the army and naval maneuvres which 
will take place on the Atlantic coast 
this summer are now given out- 


There are to be two distinct sets of 


'maneuvres. The first will be purely 
naval and will consume probably the 
first thiee weeks* of August. Two or 
perhaps three of the vessels belonging 
to the North 
Atlantic station 
will 


represent an enemy's fleet and will at- 
tempt to elude a defensive squadron, 
commanded by Rear Admiral Higgin- 
son, and accom'plish a lauding at some 
point on the New England coast inside 
of limits not yet prescribed. The ves- 
sels participating in these maneuvreS 
will include the battleships Kearsarge, 
Alabama, Massachusetts and .Olympia, 
comprising the North Atlantic squad- 
ron, 
as well as the Montgomery. Scor- 


pion, Marblehead, Hist and other such 
vessels as can be spared at the time. 
At these na\al mancuvres, the officials 
hope to experiment with wireless teleg- 
raphy in coaling ship transporting sup- 
plies and other features of naval war- 
fare. 


The second and more important set 


ot summer rnanemres will consist of a 
naval at tacit on a point on the North 
Atlantic coast by a supposed hostile 
fleet, w hile attack is to be met by a 
joint deknce by the army and militia, 
assisted by a small number ot naval 
vessels detached for the purpose trom 
the North Atlantic- squadiou.
